CANADA WILL DO HER PART 


British Dominions Eager To Aid 


Great Britain has formally declared war agatnst Germany. The 
British fleet in the North Sea was given the order by wireless, ‘‘Capt- 
ure or Destroy,’’ and has gone in search of the German fleet. Canada 
has assured her readiness to assist the motherland and army corps will 
be assembled at strategic points ready to answer the call. Volunteers 
have been secured to man the Rainbow and the Niobe. Army officers 
through the Dominion have been authorized to accept volunteers. 


FRANCE—Invaced at two points by German forces. German 
Uhlans beaten back by French at Petit Croix. German ship bom- 
bards Bona in French Algeria. Russian reservists in France allowed 
hy the home goverment to fight with France for Russia. German and 
French fleet reported to be battling in the North Sea off Flamboro Head. 
Two aeroplanes destroy each a dirigible Zeppelin. Bombs are dropped 
from French areoplanes upon a troop train. Scouting by airships re- 
veals loeation of German troops to the French. 


GERMANY—Has invaded Belgium in movement against France. 
Has 100,000 men on Belgian frontier. Has issued a declaration that 
Belgium territory will be used for military demonstrations against 
French with or without the consent of Belgium which is a virtual de- 
claration of war. Kronz Prinzessin Cecile, a North German-Lloyd 
steamer, is reported at Falmouth, Eng. A vessel of the same name is 
reported at Bar Harbor, Me. Which of these has the $16,000,000 in 
gold is not known. German fleet reported to be sailing to attack 
Russian fleet in Baltie British steamers detained in German ports.

AUSTRIA—Captured Belgrade which had been abandoned by the 
Servians. ‘The Serbs will wage war in the hilly country. Austrians 
repulsed in an attempt to cross the River Save. 


RUSSFA—Russinn fleet ini the Baltic Sea expecting aGerman attack. 
One - Russian erviser sunk by Germans. Attack on German frontier re- 
pulsed. Three weeks necessary for complete mobilization of Russian 
forces. Russia to present a united front and will preserve the in- 
tegrity of Servia and other Balkan states. 


PACIFIC OCEAN—German cruisers Leipsig and Huermberg said 
to have captured a British schooner, Queen Maud, at Magdalen Bay. 
H. M. 8. Shearwater reported to have left for west coast of Mexico. 
Japanese cruiser Idzume said to be standing by in Victoria Roads to 
assist British auxiliary cruiser, Rainbow and the sloop Algerian, Japan 
avers her intertion of assisting Britain in accordance with the terms of 
the Anglo-Japanese treaty in the event of war extending to the far exst 
and Britain’s interests menaced. 


BRITAIN—Has mobilized her navy and is tnobilizing her army. 
Navy reservists called to the colors. Army reservists may be called at 
any time. Two virtual ultimata to Germany, one demanding the ob- 
servance of the neutrality of Belgium, another the absolute freedom 
from German attack of the northern coast of France and of Luxemberg. 
The Cunard and White Star liners which are subsidized by the British 
government have cancelled sailings and are to be fitted out as auxiliary 
cruisers. The British home fleet which left to cruise in the North Sea 
under sealed orders has taken up a stragetic position, where is not 
known. Belgium has called upon Britain for aid in the event of Ger- 
man invasion. Britain is committed to a policy of protection of Bel- 
gium, which is mobilizing for defense.
